Detectives on Fire Escapes at Ball 
of Knights of Columbus— 
Churches Also Watched. 


' While detectives watched: for him ‘at 
all of the Post Office buildings and ran 
down every clue which was supplied, 
Jean Crones, 
soup served at a dinner given for Arch- 
bishop George W. Mundelein at the 
University Club in Chicago on Feb. 10, 
remained at large yesterday in New 
York, and at 8 o’clock last night a third 
letter from him. was received at THE 
TIMEs office. 


The letter had been mailed at the 
Hudson Terminal Post Office and was 
postmarked 6 P. M. It was stated ‘at 
Police Headquarters that detectives had 
been detailed at that building, and that 
no one fitting the description *. Crones 
had been seen there. 

In his latest letter Crones announced 
that he would remain in New York 
forty-eight hours longer, “but after 
that I have to disappoint the good po- 
lice ahd leave the city.’ He did not 


say where he intended to go after that 
time. 


Crones Gives More Details. 


More details of the alleged poison plot 
are given by Crones. He wrote that he 
did not put poison into the soup served 
to the 300: priests and other prominent 
men but put it into the ‘“‘stok ”* in the 
cold-meat room, where he was em- 
ployed. He denied thkt there wére ex- 
plosives in his room, and that he knew 
about plote to destroy public buildings 
or other acts of viélence, 

The statements made by Crones tallied 
in- many, instances with infarmation 
gleaned by “Thm Timms and by the de- 
tectives undér Captain Tunney of the 
anarchist squad. 

Crones, for instance, said that he was 
not an. anarchist. until ‘the Ludlow 
massacré in Colorado *’ on April 20, 1914, 
at the time of the labor. troubles at 
mines controlled by the Rockefeller in- 
térests. The police found that Crones 
was not well known here as an an- 
archist. Another statement he made 
was that he had worked alone and had 
not seen a member of his family for 
three years. The latter statement tal- 
lied with what the police have learned. 
No one, Crones wrote, knew where he 
was stopping in New York, 

The police of Chicago again were held 
up to ridicule by the chef, who asserted 
that all of the men arrested in Chicago 
in connection with the poison plot were 
innocent. He suggested that the whole 
Chicago police force be sent to. a cor- 
respondence school. 


Catholic Churches Watched, 


On the theory that Crones might 
again visit Police Headquarters, as he 
said he did on.Thursday, and perhaps 
attempt to explode a bomb there, detec- 
tives were detailed to watch all en- 
trances of the building. Others kept 
an eye on the properties owned by the 
Catholic Church in the belief that the 
act of Crones in Chicago was part of a 
nation-wide plot against Catholics. 
“Sixty-five detectives under Inspector 
Cray were detailed to attend the 
Knights of Columbug ball at Madison 
Square Garden last night and men 
were even placed on the fire escapes of 
that building. The detectives mingled 
with the crowds about the building, anu 
the Inspector and: a small squad at- 
tended the ball. But they got no trace 
of any man who even remotely re-

McKenna Urges British ‘Banks t to Push Wee: 


For the Surrender 


of American Securities 





LONDON; Feb. 18.—It is officially an- 
nounced that Reginald McKenna, Chan- 
cellor of’ the Exchequer, has sent an ap- 
peal to banks throughout Great Britain 
asking that they urge customers to offer 
all available American securities to’ the 
Treasury. Mr. McKenna’s statement 
follows : 

**You are acquainted with the Govern- 
ment’s scheme for’ acquiring American 
dollar securities in order to maintain a 
stable exchange with the United States. 
While expressing cordial thanks té those 
banks which already have urged custom- 
ers holding suitable securities to offer 


them to the Treasury, I invite all banks 


to take similar ‘action forthwith and to 


impress upon customers. the paramount 
duty of assisting their country. and her 
allies by offering to the Treasury ‘such 
Securities either for’sale or as a deposit 
on loans, whether or not they are in- 
eaten in thé published purchase lists of 

the Treasury. Boat 

“At an early date opportunity will be 
afforded for depositing securities. on 
loans upon. terms already published: 
Emphasize the fact that by offering 
theie dollar securities to the Government 
at this juncture they. will be performing 
& Patriotic service in helping pay. for 
muunitions and other supplies bought. in 
America and at the same time obtain 
the full price for the securities. sold.’’ 








WIRETAPPERS TAKE 
VIOLINIST'S $60,000 


Russian Asks District Attorney 
to Find Men Who Sold 
Bogus Mining Stock.

KREISLER’S ADVICE REFUSED. 


Former Leader of Plaza Hotel Or- 
chestra Loses Everything and 
Large Sum Borrowed on.Notes. 


Gregor Gaitz-Hocky, a Russian vio- 
linist, who tried to climb by way of 
Wall Street rather than by the hard 
route of art, came into the District 
Attorney’s office yesterday and told 
how a gang of wiretappers had 
fleeced him of $50,000 by inducing him 
to invest in fake mining stocks. It was 
all the money he had, plus several thou- 
sand dollars borrowed on notes which 
he is now unable to redeem. His dream 
of affluence rudely shattered, he begged 
the District Attorney to jail the swin- 
dlers wherever they may be, and re- 
cover if possible some of the money 
which he had lost. 

He has learned his lesson, and he told 
Assistant District Attorney Brogan yes- 
terday he wished he had taken the ad- 
vice of his friend Fritz Kreisler, whom 
he met on the day that he drew his last 
dollar from the bank in order to pur- 
chase a piece of a Colorado gold mine. 
The. famous violinist, on hearing. of 
Hocky’s proposed venture, shook his 
head sadly and said: 

‘Stick to your fiddle, Gregor. 
my advice. Stick to your fiddle.” 

But Gaitz-Hocky dabbled for months 
in stocks with more or less success un- 
til he made the acquaintance one. day of 
@ person named Clifton in a brokerage 
office on West Forty-fourth Street. Clif- 
ton told him there was-# splendid oppor-\ 
tunity “to buy some valuatie mining 
stocks from @ ‘Mr. Thomas Kenney ih 
Trenton. A 

Clifton said $5,000 wild be enough to 
put the thing through, and with this 
amount of cash in his pocket the violin- 
ist accompanied his friend to Trenton. 
There they met Mr. Kenny. He laughed 
at the offer. To sell on margin, he said, 
would be preposterous. The stock was 
too valuable. If he did anything at all 
he. would sell his interest in the mine 
outright in order that he’ might retire, 
as he always desired to do, to a life 
of travel and leisure. His price was 
$50,000, and not one penny less. 

Clifton and Gaitz-Hocky returned to 
New York, but not before the musician 
had been deeply impressed with the 
great possibilities of the Colorado mine. 
He had inherited some money and had 
saved out of the earnings of his fiddle 


@ great deal more. But all he had 
would fot: suffice to vg Kenny out, so 
he shook his head and tried to think of 
other things. Several days later, how- 
ever, Clifton told Gaitz-Hocky that if 
Kenny’s stock was bought, ii could be 
sold at once at a great profit to a man 
named Williams in Philadelphia. Gaitz- 
Hocky, he said, ought not to miss such a 
wonderful opportunity, o endow himself 
and his art €or good. If he did, he would 
regret it for the rest of his life. 


Many Sleepless Nights Experienced. 
After many sleepless nights the violin- 
ist, who ws at that time leader of the 
orchestra atthe Plaza Hotel, reached 
a decision. He assembled his available 
cash and sold all his furniture. He 
left himself nothing but a few articles 
of clothing and his violin. From the 


Union Trust Company, where he had a 
ank account, he succeeded in borrow- 
ing $7,000 to make up the sum of $50,000, 
which the mining proposition called for. 
After the money was raised Clifton ar- 

ranged a meeting with Kenny, the owner 
of the stocks, to take place in Wil- 
mington, Del. Kenny met the violinist 
and Clifton at the railroad station in 

Wilmington, and the party engaged 4

Fleeing in All Directions Through 
Snowstorm, with Russians 
at Their Heels. 


THE FORTS FULL.OF DEAD 


Petrograd Hears a ‘Great Massacre 
of Armenians Preceded Evac-: 
uation of the Stronghold. 
/ 


PETROGRAD, Feb. 18.—Further de- 
tails of the capture of Erzerum are 
coming through to the War Office. 
From these it appears that the greater 
part of the garrison got away but that 
the Russians are in close pursuit and 
the capture of large bodies of them is 
expected. The War Office -communica- 
tion as issued today says: 


The completeness. of the defeat 
sustained by the Turks and the ter- 
rible* losses they suffered in the 
Erzerum fighting are becomi — 
and more clear. The forth “in th 
fortress itself and in the po TO Ea 
country are full of Turkish dead. 
Ihe remnants of the Turkish Army 
chased by our troops are fleeing in 
disorder, at many points in different 
directions. severe snowstorn has 
failed to cool the ardor of our men.in 
pursuit, who are close on the heels 
of. the enemy and are annihilatin: 
them or taking prisoners at the tai 
ends of Turkish columns. - 
We captured at Erzerum the entire 
_ fortress artillery and a large part of 
“the enemy’s field artillery. Up to the 
resent we have counted 200 guns.

NICARAGUA CANAL 
"TREATY RATIFED| 


Senate Provides United States|” 





Control of $3,000,000

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Senate 
late this afternoon, after long debate 
and by @ vote of 55 to 18, ratified the 
proposed treaty with Nicaragua, under 
which the United States is to acquire 
perpetual right of way along, the. San 
Juan River and the Lake of Nicaragua 
for a transoceanic canal by the _pay- 
ment of $3,000,000 in gold. 

General Chamorro, the Nicaraguan 
Minister, stated immediately after the 
Senate had acted that he expected early 
ratification of the convention by - his 
Government. 

As oPiginally negotiated by Mr. Bryan, 
as Secretary of State, with the Nicara- 
guan Governor Chamorra, the treaty 
contained provisions for American su- 
pervision practically tantamount to an 
American protectorate. To meet what 
was then understood as opposition, 
those provisions were eliminated before 
Mr. Bryan resigned his portfolio. To- 
day, in the Senate’s resolution of ratifi- 
cation, those provisions, so far as they 
relate to American supervision of the 
expenditure of the $3,000,000, are largely 
restored. 

For the treaty in this afternoon’ s vote 
were ‘forty Democrats and fifteen’ Re- 
publicans. Against it were five Demo- 
crats, led “by Mr.- Clarke: of Arkansas; 
President pro. tempore of. the “Senate, 
and. thirteen Republicans. The. five: 
Democrats opposing ratification were 
Mr.. Chamberlain of Oregon, Mr. Clarke 
of Arkansas, Mr. Martine of New Jer- 
sey, Mr. Thomas of Colorado, and. Mr. 
Vardaman of Mississippi. The fifteen

With the exception of Mr. Poindexter;

These Republicans, led by Mr. Root ct 
New York, as. long as he was in the 
Senate, and by. Mr. Lodge, took the 
view that the treaty was but a logical 
continuation of the Republican policy of 
dollar diplomacy, supplemented by pro- 
visions for ninety-nine-year leases to 
Great Corn and Little Corn Islands and 
to a naval base yet to be selected on the 
Nicaraguan coast of Fonseca Bay.’ They 
objected to.the inclusion in the treaty of 
the Platt amendment to the Organic act 

of Cuba, which was originally proposed 
by Mr. ‘Bryan, but after tha provision 
was eliminated they rallied to the sup- 
port of the treaty. 

As the treaty. was submitted to the 
Senate the only provision reminiscent 
of these features of a protectorate was 
one stipuletnmg that the $3,000,000 to be 
paid by the United States ghould be ap- 
plied to: the debt of Nicaragua. Pre- 
sumably the United States could have 
enforced this provision by a certain con- 

trol over at least a part of Nicaraguan 
finances. As amended,- however, the 
treaty permits the application of the 
money to other public purposes, but pro- 
vides that all disbursements shall be 
with the approval of the American Sec- 
retary - State his agent. 

Back in Mr. Bryan’s time Costa Rica, 
Honduras, and Salvador protested that 
the treaty would work an,infrin sash 
of their rights.

It is (heeoming clear now that one 
of the objects of the spasmodic Ger- 
man attacks at various points of the 
Ypres salient was to obtain possession 
of these trenches. Although of only 
local importance they were @ cause of 
annoyance to the Germans, as was a 
position in this part of the salient which 
leoked down into their lines, Its exact 
situation is in the triangle formed by 
the Ypres-Commines Canal, of which 
it forms the bank, and ‘the Ypres- 
Commines railway to the south of Zil- 
lebeke and to the north of Hollebeke. 

The truth is, as. it-seems to me,. the 
attack upon this hillock was forced 
upon the Germans’ by the local con: 
ditions and the necessity of restoring 
the courage of their men. For several 
months the German troaps in the 
trenches which confronted the British 
at this point with one end on the 
Ypres-Commines Canal had been gub- 
jected to a continual nervous strain 
by the activity of the British troops. 

The main German attack took place 
suddenly at nightfall on Sunday. It be« 
gan by a series of mine explosions, 
which flung up parts of the British 
trench line and formed new and deep 
craters. These joined to the indescrib- 
able chaos of “‘No Man's Land” so 
that there was no longer q definable 
line for the British to hold. A rapid 
artillery bombardment followed, . and 
then. Se German infantry advanced in

‘Heinrich Bachmann, a Swiss citizen 
of German extraction, who was indicted 
bythe Federal Grand Jury charged. with 
& conspiracy to violate American. cus- 
toms laws by shippmg rubber to Ger- 
» Many, decided just before the time came 
for. him to be really arrested to say 
good-bye to the Government authorities. 
At 10 o'clock yesterday morning he was 
iz. the custody of the Customs Neutral- 
ity Squad in the Custom House in 
. Bowling Green. He was pleasant 
spoken,- and appeared to be just as 
honest.- He knew that he was about to 
be indicted, and that with the return of 
the’ indictment the Federal. authorities 
would place him formally in arrest, 

Whether or not Bachmann had been 
reading the stories of the easy way in 
which Ignatius T. T. Lincoln, the al- 
leged German spy, who quietly walked 
out of the custody of a Deputy Marshal 
@ month ago, is not positively known, 
but. at any rate Bachmann got away.. 

Bachmann was indicted along’ with a 
Mrs. Elise Schroeder, who arrived re- 
cently in this country from Germany. 
She did not attempt to get away, and 
will be arraigned before Judge Dayton 
mext Monday morning. 

Bachmann and Mrs. Schroeder were in 
the. office of Chief Lamb of the Neutral- 
ity, Squad at 10 o’clock yesterday. They 
were not then actually in arrest, al- 
though it was known that the indict- 
ment was. about to be returned. Both 
had agreed to plead guilty, it was said, 
and save the Government the cost of a 
trial. Bachmann appeared éntirely sat- 
isfied with the arrangement, ang seemed 
anxious to have everything over with 
@s. soon as_ possible. 

At 11 o'clock he told one ‘of the mem- 
bers of the Neutrality Squad that -he 
had some small business affairs to at- 
tend to and would return in about two 
hours.. That sounded reasonable, and 
Bachmann left the Custom House. 

One o’clock came and Bachmarin did 
not return. Two o "clock came, and he was 
still missing, and the members of the 
Neutrality Squad wondered what was 
detaining him. Three o’clock camie, and 
the matter began to look serious. Four 
o’clock struck, and by.. that time half 
a dozen neutrality squad men -were 
scouring New York and Hoboken for 
Bachmann. 

Later in the afternoon Mr. Lamb said 
‘he expected to find Bachmann before this 
morning. He said that at that time he 
had no information as—to the .where- 
abouts of the man. 

The indictment charges that Bachmann 
and Mrs. Schroeder entered into a con- 
spiracy to defraud this Government by 
enporting rubber to Germany in viola- 
tion t customs laws in force. 
The conan acy existed, the indictment 
charges, frbm Jan, 15 to Feb. 17, and 
that concerned in: the conspiracy were 
other persons. unknown to the Grand 
Jury. On Feb. § the alleged conspirators 

urchased 350 pounds of crude rubber 
rom J, Unternann of 193 Third Avenue 
and two days later purchased forty-two 
dozen pairs of rubber gloves from 
‘Thorner Brothers, 140 Fifth Avenue. 
These goods they expected to take as 
baggage on the Scandinavian-American 
liner Oscar II., which sailed for Copen- 
hagen on Thursday and on board of which 
they had booked passage. The exami- 
nation of the baggage by Government 
inspectors on the pier led to the dis- 


covéry of the scheme just before the 
Oscar II. sailed. 

Harold A. Content, Assistant United 
States District Attorney, said yesterday 
that Bachmann and Mrs. Schroeder ar- 
rived in New York on Jan. 29 on the 
Holland-America liner Noordam and 
took rooms at a Hoboken hotel. Bach- 
mann yea advertised in a Berlin news- 
paper for a business partner, the in- 
tee ention proved, and Mrs. Schroeder 

answered the advertisement and 
agreed to go into business with him, 
ich was the business of smuggling 
rubber into Germany. Crude rubber 
worth about 85 cents a pound in this 
country is said to be worth $10 a pound 
in Germany. Mrs. Schroeder drew 
$3,750, she said, from a Berlin bank to 
pay. her part of the enterprise, while 
is said to have Rat up $2,500.

Few forecasts are made as to the 
future of the Russian operations. be- 
yond Erzerum, but pursuit of the Turks, 
who are retreating in bad order, ‘ac- 
cording to the reports, is assumed to be 
vigorously under way, afd Sivas is re- 
garded as the next probable objective 
of the Russian armies. 

The capture of. Erzerum has had the 
effect of making more secure the Rus- 
sian position along the. Black Sea coast 
and these of ‘the Southern flank at 
Alashgerd, while the’ possibility of a 
successful Russian thrust toward the 
British expeditionary force in Mesopo- 
tamia seems to be increasing. 

The victory is taken by the Russian 
military authorities as the first signal 
token of successful co-operative action 
among the Allies. This belief is ex- 
pressed in interviews by diplomats of 
the Allied Powers in Petrograd, 

Tt is known that the fortress contained

BERLIN, Feb. 18, (via London.)—The 
Berlin newspapers of this morning gen- 
erally accept as true the announcement 
from Petrograd of the capture of 
Erzerum, although it has not been con- 
rmed from Turkish sources. The press 
is inclined to minimize the importance 
of the Russian succéss. 

The Lokal Anzeiger,says the forts at

THOMPSON GETS FIVE YEARS. 
| Telephone Threat for 0’ Malley Fol- 


lows Sentence. ° 

Having put Frank ©~T. Thompson, 
** king ’’ of the notoriotis faro swindlers 
who ‘were’ rounded up recently,. behind 
the bars for at least five years, Assistant 
District Attorney .O’Malley lolled back 
in his chair in the Criminal Court Build- 
ing yesterday pe eeeetty satisfied that he 
had done a good job.. The telephone bell 
rang. A clerk in the office picked up 
the receiver ane a voice at the 
other end.call for Mr. O’Malley. Before 
the clerk could pass the receiver over 


to faro prosecutor, however, the 


voice shouted : 
“All ght. O'Malley! You got Thomp- 
son, but.-we’ll get you 
anne the man on he other end hung 
For several minutes Mr. O’Malle 
tried to recover the conection, but fail 
to do. so. He took steps to trace the 
call, and several detectives were sent 
out at once to hunt for the man who 
lé- the threat. He is believed to og 
one.of the ‘members of the Thom 
fan , still at large, who has trie 
by letters and telegrams to dis- 
on the faro victims, Henry Gallant, 
St. Louis pawnbroker, and Art hur 
Lowy of Chicago, from coming on to 
New Ww York to identify Thompson and his 
associates. 


Thompson received his sentence of five 
years in Sing Sine veater sey without a 
murmur. He was lined up before Judge 
Rosa in General Sessions with three 
other;members of his gang, Louis Weiss, 
James Morgan, alias “ eefy Morris,” 
and Geoerge Pohlman. Thompson's wife 
was in the courtroom, but the ordeal 





was too much for her and she fainted’ 


in the corridor after her husband was 
led, back to his cell in the Tombs. 
eiss was sentenced to Sing Sing for 
not less than two years and not more 
than three years and six months. Pohl- 
man, who acted as ‘‘steerer’’ for the 
gang, received an indeterminate sen- 
tence in the penitentiary, and Morgan, 
who is about 70 years old and very 
feeble, got a suspended sentence. It is 
believed that ‘Thompson and his asso- 
ciates cleared more than $100,000 in their 
faro'schemes. From Gallant. alone they 
got about $60,000. Before sentence was 
Thompson offered to return $5,- 
in cash and three Atlantic City lots 
worth the same amount if clemency were 
shown him. . 

Judge Rosalsky said Thompson's offer 
might t be considered after he has served 
his five years and is. brought up for a 
sentence on another grand larceny in- 
dictrient. to which he has ready 
pleaded guilty, % 

“In behalf of the people I want to 
thank the: Police Department,’’ said 
Judge Rosalsky in passing sentence, 

‘for. the energy and rseverance 
shown in hunting down this band of 
swindlers. This man Thompson a. un- 
questionably the leader and the brains 
of' the gang. Up to 1907 it was not even 
a crime to cheat at cards, but I would 
like to see on our books a law that 
would make card cheating a felony with

Run Jitney Bus, Cook and Dress 
Hair to Earn Church Fund. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. ¥., Feb. 18.—The 
members of the Women’s Aid Society 
of the Ridgeview Avenue Congregational 
Church have just launched a novel 
campaign to ‘‘ earn’’ $200 by March 1.

INSANITY VOIDS MARRIAGE. 


Buffum’s Term in Asylum Before 
Wedding Unknown to Wife. 





formerly a clerk in the Court House 
at Newark, and Jessie Orr Buffum of 
East Weymouth, Mass., was ordered 
dissolved yesterday by Vice Chancellor 
Foster in an opinion filed in Trenton 
yesterday. The recommendation was 
made because Buffum not only was 


confined in the State Insane Asylum 
at Morris Plains, but was confined 
there prior to his marriage in Newark 
on June 7, 1910. It was shown by testi- 
mony that he was on parole from Mor- 
ris Plains in the custody of his sister 
on a farm at East Weymouth, Mass., 
when he met Miss Orr in the latter 
Part of 1909. She was 22 years old and 
a singer. 

One eccentricity attributed to Buffum 
was the sending to Miss Orr of a dia- 
mond pin a few weeks after he met 
her and of having later sent her a 
diamond ring in a box of candy after 
that. The couple lived together until 
October, 1911, when Buffum returned 
to an asylum. No one ever told the 
wife that Buffum had previously been 
in an asylum, and she was ignorant 
of that fact until just before his com-— 
mitment. 


POST OFFERED TO FRANCIS. 


President Urges Missourian. to Ac- 
cept Petrograd Ambassadorship. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The post of 
Ambassador to Russia, to succeed 
George T. Marye, has been offered to 
David R. Francis of St. Louis, Secre- 
tary of the Interior in President Cleve- 
land’s Cabinet and former Governor of 
Missouri. Mr. Francis has not replied, 
but President Wilson is understood to 
have urged him to accept. 

Government officials consider the Pet- 
rograd post an extremely important one 
at present because of questions growing 
out of the war, and because the United 
States and Russia are discussing the ne 
gotiation of a new commercial treat 
take the place of the one abrogated by 
this country several years ago. As the 
representative there of the interests of 
the Teutonic allies the American Embas- 
sy is intrusted with the task of inspect- 
ing detention camps in Russia. 

Mr. Marye, who resigned because of 
ill-health, probably will not await the 
arrival of the new Ambassador, but is 
expected to leave for the United States 
as soon as Fred Morris Dearing, who 
has been transferred as First Secretary 


of Embassy from Madrid to Petrograd, 
arrives. 


TRAFFIC SQUAD INCREASED. 


Seventy-two New Men Assigned to 
It, Police Report Shows. 


Owing to the great increase in vehicu- 
lar traffic during the last year the Po- 
lice Department has made many changes 
in the Traffic Squad, according to the 
annual report issued last night. The 
number of men assigned to traffic duty 
has been increased from 580 to 652, and 
in the Motor Squad from 25 to 31. A 
great number of accidents have been 
the result of reckless driving, and from 
13,319 arrests, 13,119 convictions were 
obtained. The fines covering from these 
arrests totaled $193,68

The essential fact of President WiL- 
son’s Mexican policy is that he has 
avoided war, that he has prevented the 
clamor of selfishly interested persons 
from forcing the nation into armed in- 
tervention, which could not, by this 
time, have brought the troubled coun- 
try nearer to permanent peace than it 
is. Errors have been made, for the 
Administration is no more than hu- 
man, and the situation it has had to 
deal with has been full of complexities 
and bewilderments. But at present it 
is less discouraging than it was a few 
months ago. The course of the Presi- 
dent in regard to Mexico has mate- 
rially increased our- friendly relations 
with the other republics of this hemi- 
sphere. They have learned that we are 
disposed to deal fairly and patiently 
with all Latin-American Governments. 
It is a cause for national congratula- 
tion that our present relations with our 
neighbors, in spite. of the reported dis- 
content in Colombia, which has been 
#teatly exaggerated in some quarters; 
promise ‘continued international har- 
mony. 

Mr. Lansimne’s éxplanation of the 
hasty recognition of CAaRRANZA is not 
altogether satisfying.

On the same day Mr. RuNCcIMAN ex- 
plained why Government control of 
shipping failed to meét the expecta- 
tion of England and Mr, McApoo offi- 
clally argued that Government con- 
trol of shipping would alone meet the 
emergency of the United States. Mr. 
RuNCIMAN 80 far succeeded that his 
crities withdrew their motion of re- 
gret for his inefficiency.

they will not be leased. From the he- 
ginning to the end of the Seeretary’s 
testimony there was no reference to 
what the shipping trade is thinking on 
the satne subject. The same may be 
said of the committee. The testimony 
invited is not that of the men who 
either finance or use shipping. When 
the invited testimony has taken an 
undesired course there has been an 
expression of dissent, and contradic- 
tion from other sources. ‘The future 
of the bill in the House seems to be 
in the control of thosé who appreved 
the Seamen’s bill and who are not 
putting on the recqrd evidence re- 
garding the effect of that bill upon the 
Government Shipping bill. Evidence 
of thig sort must be brought out in 
the Senate hearings or debate if the 
point is to be considered at all. ;

EAST RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 
_The bill for the improvement of 
the East River now before Congress 
should be accepted without a waste 
of words. Of the enormous. sum 
expended by the Federal Govern- 
ment on-river and harbor improve- 
ments since the inception of our Gov- 
ernment only a pittance. has ever been 
devoted to-the improvement of New 
York Harbor. The city itself has ex- 
pended for that purpose eight times 
more than the nation, yet New York 
has turned into the National. Treasury 


needs of the Mississippi Valley are 
great and should not be ignored, but 
the improvement.of New York, Harbor 
is vastly important to the whole coun- 
try. 

The East River must be dredged 
from the Battery as far as Throgs 
Neck, the entrance to Long Island 
Sound. This is essential to the safe 
passage through that waterway of the 
larger warships and for the normal de- 
velopment of commerce as well. A 
moderate sum has been allotted to the 
improvement of the river near the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, but a larger 
sum is needed for the deepening of. the 
channel at Hell Gate and elsewhere, 
There should be a_ thirty-five-foot 
ehannel all the way from the Upper 
Bay to the Sound. Representative 
Murkay HutBERt of the Twenty-first 
District has charge of the bill, which 
has the cordial support of the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of the Navy, Major 
Gen. Huen L. Scott, now. acting Secre- 
tary of War; Representative Firzerr- 
ALD, and others of large influence, but 
the disposition of the members of 
Congress generally to neglect New 
York is traditional.

One Accident the Baltimore & Ohio. 
Really Railroad ran off the 
Investigated. - near the Httle village 


of Hightyfour, Penn.. Ond™man was 
killed—an engineer, of course—and four 
were injured, One engine and_ five 
freight cars-were wrecked. As railway 
accidents go it was of trivial importance. 
After the discovery, immediately made, 
that a “defective rail” caused the 
trouble, investigation, if custom had 
been followed, would have ceased, and 
no further attempt to fix the responsi- 
bility for what happened would have 
been made. The matter was taken up, 
however, by the Interstate ‘Commerce 
Commission, and an engineer-physicist, 
James -E, Howarp, was detailed to find 
out just how and,why the accident oc- 
curred, 

His report, now issued by the commis- 
sion in. a pamphlet of forty pages, re- 
veals the performance of a particularly 
thorough piece of work. Most of it is 
hard reading for people who are not 
engineer-physicists, and some of it is 
nearly or quite incomprehensible to 
thein, but even the ‘‘ layman’” can glean 
from the report and its ntimerous dia- 
grams that Mr. Howarp made a deep, 
intensive study of the defective rail and 
of others of like quality near it, and that 
the result of his study is not only a 
notable addition to previous knowledge 
in regard to: steel used as a track for 
railway trains, but also some valuable 
suggestions for the prevention of worse 
disasters of like origin on all roads. 

Rails are not the inert, passive things 
they seem as they lie spiked to the ties. 
The material in each is constantly un- 
der enormous stresses and strains, com- 
pressions and tensions. These vary 
widely in different parts of the rail, not 
infrequently rising to 10,000 pounds or 
more per square inch, and their occa- 
sional, not infrequent, effect is, as in the 
case of the rail at Eightyfour, to create 
a complete fracture. This may take 
place either with or without the added 
stresses caused by passing trains. 

The remedy as given by Mr.. Howarp 
is a more rigid inspection of rails as 
they come from the mill, with the re- 
jection. of those with certain defects 
commonly .regarded as negligible, while 
to prevent the output of dangerous rails 
he advises their subjection to an anneal- 
ing process something like that which 
practically all glass has to go through 
before it can be trusted not to break 
from the interna] strains and stresses 
due to rapid and uneven cooling.

Of actual fighting or of actual mili- 
tary leadership Prrer is too old to have 
done much, but he has shared the hard- 
ships of his subjects as Kings, even the 
most unfortunate, rarely do, and now, 
in what to most would be hopeless ex- 
ile, he retains his courage and his hope. 
Perhaps nothing in all his career has 
better become him, or justified a higher 
estimate of-his character, than did the 
statement made by him to. a repfesenta- 
tive of The Associated Press that was 
printed yesterday. 

Rarely indeed has a man in his posi- 
tion spoken with sych restraint and mod- 
eration, either of the enemies who 
treated himself and his people with 
savage brutality, or of ‘the Allies who 
deserted him altogether or came to his 
rescue too late. He avdided qompletely 
the always tiresome, and usually ob- 
noxious, attitude of the man with a 
grievance. Elven toward Greece he ex- 
pressed no bitterness, and Frarice and 
England he credited with having done 
what they could in the conditions gov- 
erning their actions. For the American 
doctors and nurses who risked health 
and lost life for the Serbians his praise 
was eloquent and sincere. His references 
to his peasant grandfather were at once 
proud and frank, and if his description 
of the Serbians\as a people loving lib- 
erty well enough to die for it was in 
somewhat lyrical strain, the course of
